— The wearisome 
Armenian queRtion has almost absorbed 
public attention during the week, tiio 
proposal of Mr. Ghidetone to withdraw 
tlie British ambuBsador from Constanti- 
uoplo a^d give the TurkiHli ambassador 
liero hi.s coii;io ia di,scusaed by all the 
weekly newspapers, but it finds little 
favor and is looked upon as being simply 
I policy of crying " Boo." which will 
luve absolutely no t,'oo(l effect upon the 
Sultan. 

;\.ll eyes arc now tiirneil toward Hal- 
iiioral, where the arrival to-d;iy of the 
.Marcjuis of .Sali.Hbury w ill, it ia hoped, 
mark a ttiriiiiit^ iiuiiit in (lieat Iji'itain'a 
position low:irds the jiowers. The 
15riliah I'reiniei- will i,ii\y several days at 
Balmoral, and there ia little doiilit, that 
he wili iitilizu Ilia time in endeavors to 
win froir- the Czar a reeo<^nilion of the 
disint^jrested character of Great Britain's 
policy towards Turkey, and arrange a 
basis for joint action wliich will render 
further iiiiissacres iuipossible. 

The Globe chi.s afiernoon says: "No 
secretaries will be in attendance and 
there will be no protooolB to cause future 
einbarruesinent, but there will be free 
and nnrealiained exjiressious of opinion 
on either side, wliiuh will be fitteil to 
clear the situation. If the Czar can be 
eonviiieed that we have not a selfish 
ptirpo.se and that l)y actiiisj; in concert 
with our f^overnnient he will lake the 
mo.st ell'cctive course to inainlaiu peace, 
there is much reason to believe that he 
will readily co-operate with us." 

The Times to-day prints an interesting 
letter t'roni Constantinople regarding the 
Sultan, during which the writer says: 
" It is possible to iiiliuence the Sultan 
by. awakening his fears, but under no 
otbei? conditions can be brought to devi- 
ate frdin bia own system, because every 
such deviation outrages his self admira- 
tion. Manyjpersons believe him to be 
ill or mad. Bat 'he is not ill, and his 
health is as sound as that of the average 
man of his age. He is not mad. His 
mental laeullies are remarkably active, 
resourceiul and acute. 

" He has been brought to suspend the 
gratilication of his resentment against 
the Armenians partly because di])lom- 
acy has pointed out the danger of its 
continuance and because it has been im- 
pressed upon him that the financial 
prospect has lieen seriously darkened by 
the disturbance of the whole economy of 
the capital, and partly because he is 
frightened about the young Turks, and 
this last is the most potent 
element of this compound draught of 
terror, while under its efTeots the policy 
of reconciliation with the Armenians, 
whom he hates but does not fear, is pur- 
sued, and it leaves him freer to deal 
with tlie young Turks, wliom be hates 
and lear.s. A reaction, howevei', is cer- 
tain to tiul in sooner or later. No reli- 
ance ca;i bo placed upon thi; mainten- 
ance of his benign attituile toward the 
Armenians unless iliplomacj' can main- 
tain a strong fear-ins|)iring influence.'' 
From the international oflices of the 
Worlil's WoiiieiiH (!l!ri''ti!in Temi)eranee 
Union in London, Miss Frances K. 
Willard baa cent uut the following call 
to the ten thousand local unions in the 
United Slates: "My comrades, the 
cup of wrath is full. In these two 
terrible years, when the massacre of 
innocents has been under the eyes of 
oar paralyzed rulers in Ohriatian lands 
we have thought that men alone could 
help, but it is women who 
are liying two deaths in the bloody East, 
ami we, their sisters, cannot longer wait. 
Yon Inive nobly respoiuteil to my earlier 
appeal, and in the name of Ciiristianity 
anil humanity, of the home against the 
harem, earnestly and tenderly call upon 
you to organize meetings in every local- 
ity, urging your government to co-oper- 
ate with l>iigland in i)utting a stop to 
the masBaeres ami giving protection 
henceforth to Armenian homes. Let 
these meetings be addressed by the 
pastors, the business men and the most 
capable women. Lot money be raised 
by systematic visitation as well as by 
collection and forwarded to our national 
treasurer, Mrs. Helen M. Barker, the 
women'B temple, Ghicago. And may 
God deal with us at last as we deal with 
our Armenian brothers and sisters and 
tlieir little ones in this hour of ■ over- 
whelming calamity." 

The Sirdar, Sir Herbert Kitchener, is 
sending the First Stalibrdshiro regiment 
back to Kosheh, en route to Cairo, wliich 
seems to indicate that there will be no 
further advance up' the Nile for the pre- 
sent at least. 

Lord Kosebery to-day unveikd the 
Burns statute at Paisley, Scotland. 

Ivearney and Haine-', tlie two allegetl 
dynamiters arrested at Kutterdani, will 
be prosecuted by the Belgian govern- 
ment on the charge of having manufac- 
tured explosives at Antwerp. 

Col. San Martin has attacked Antonio 
Ml' ceo at Sapua, province of Pinar del 
Ivio. The Spanish troops captured the 
insurgent position and a tiuantity of 
arms and ammunition. Tlie enemy left 
17 dead on the field. The troops had 
one man killed and fouroflieers and fifty 
soldiers wounded. 

According to |information received 
from a good source by the correspondent 
of the Associated Press at Berlin, an 
agreement has been reached between the 
Kusaian and German govornnieiits to 
exercise jireBSUife tipoh tlie other Euro- 
jiean governments to-bring about an in- 
ternational arrangement to deal witli 
Anarchist plotters and if possible 
to cause a revision of the in- 
ternational extradition treaties. This 
entente resulted from the meeting of the 
Czar and Emperor William at Bresluu, 



M. Shiskine, the acting Russian minis- 
ter for foreign affairs for Russia, is try- 
ing to get in the adhesion of France to 
the arrangement and an exchange of 
notes between Germany, Austria and 
Italy is also proceeding. In addition it 
ia hoped that Great Britain, in view of 
tlie dynamite plot sairl to liave been dis- 
coveied by Scotland Yard, will join in 
the. scheme by which anarchists and all 
physical forqe men will be classed among 
common criininalB for extradition'pur- 
poses. 

The Anti-JIasonic Congress, arrange- 
ments for which were made in Rome, 
where the central executive committee 
of the Anti-Free Masons has its head- 
([uarters, opened here to-day. The 
members of this congress are 
diviik'd into three clssses, honorary, 
ai_tive, and those who sympathize 
witli the movement. The honorar.i' 
members wore nominated by the central 
executive, the active members iiaid live 
llorins for tlie privilo/e of attending and 
the symjiathetie members, who iiutludi^ 
a iiumlnir o' women, are those who with- 
out participuting in the il.'lil" v:i! inns of 
the congress, support the iiiovement liv 
voluntary contributions. All three ela.s.-i'"t; 
" must be abi-olutely obedient to t:ie will 
of the Church of Ivome and recognize tlie 
I'ope as tlieir head." The object in 
calling the congress is set forth as being 
■ to make known to all tlie unmeaaur- 
ileness of tlie moral and material evil 
e eliurch and society have BUfifered 
through Free Masonry and to seek an 
antidote in the form of a permanent 
anti-Free Masonic organization."

SPOILS FOR THE VICTORS. 

A Sample of the Grit Policy With Respect 
to Public Employes. 

TonoNTO, Sept. 20. — The Mail-Empire 
says of the appointment of Wm. Hewitt, 
stamp vendor in the Toronto post office, 
in succession to Eev. H. 0. Dixon: 
"The new Government has signalized 
its accession to power by some jietty 
acts, hut it remained for the Postmaster- 
General to outshine his colleagues 
by depriving one of Toronto's most 
distinguished citizens, who has never 
been un active politician, of a position 
which yields him but a meagre annual 
income and which he has held for eight- 
een years to the thorough satisfaction 
of the public. After giving the particu- 
lars, the Mail says: "General indigna- 
tion is felt among all classes in the com- 
munity that so worthy a citizen should 
have been made the victim of policy so 
small and narrow. The reason of Mr. 
Dixon's dismissal is said to be a sermon 
preached by liim to Orangemen on July 
12, in whicli he said the jiower of the 
Oranee body would lie felt throughout 
the land if there was on the part of the 
government any deviation from truth 
and righteousness. ' . 

PEARY'S EXPEUITION, 

Unable to BrinK Away the Huge Meteorite- 
Other Important Scientific Objects 
Attained. 

NoHTH Sydney, O.B.-, Sept. 26.— The 
Peary Cornell University" and Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology ex- 
pedition steamer Hope, which left St. 
John's, Nfld., on July 20 last on her way 
north with Lieutenant Peary and others, 
on board bound on another exploration 
tri[), arrived liere at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Capt. Bartlett reported all well on 
board, but the main object of the expe- 
dition, that of bringing to the U, S, the 
•10-ton meteor discovered by Lieut. 
I'eary at Cape York upon theoccasion nf 
his last stay North had not been acconi 
pliahed. The huge meteorite was foum 
and every effort possible was made to 
ship it, but the derricks whicl 
could be rigged from tlie Hope were not 
of sullicient power to enable the meteor- 
ite to be handled and it was reluctantly 
left lieliind. The scientists on board 
collecled a large number of animate and 
inanimate objects which uill add to lb 
richness of several museums as well as 
considerably increase the scientilic and 
philosophical records of Arctic researcl

READING CIRCLES ARRANGED, 

The Latest Innovation of the Woman' 
Council, CombininK Pleasure and Profit 
for the Winter Months. 

The Local Council of Women, as al 
ready intimated, are prejiaring for the 
formation of reading circles (luring the 
winter months, the plan to be followed 
being that adopted by the National 
Home Reading Union for the purpose of 
developing a taste for reading among all 
classes of the community. A course of 
reading lias been maiiped out and divid- 
ed into three sections — young people's, 
general and special. 

The young people's section embraces 
history, literature, romance and travel. 
The general section includes science and 
social economy, in addition to the sub- 
jects mention in the young people's sec- 
tion ; while the special course section is 
intended to be a complete curriculum of 
reading, taking the jilace, in so far as 
may be, of a college education. 

I'.ach circle will be composed of not 
fewer than five members, who under the 
guidnnci- of one of tlieir number acting 
aa a leader, meet together at intervals 
arranged at the discretion of tlie circle 
to discuss the subjects read. The mem- 
bers must agree as to the subjectd to be 
chosen, and, as far as possible, read the 
same books on those subjects at the same 
time, Members are advised to choose 
three courBes— say, literature,, science 
and liiBtory— and are required to read at 
least two books on each B^bjeet 'lf they 
wish to oljtain the full ;: benefit , and to 
get a certificate from' the BOCiety at the 
end of the year. 

There ia as well a magazine (published 
monthly) in all three sections in which 
articles are written and suggestions 
written as to the best method of reading 
the required bookai" '

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Important Speech at Ottawa by the 
Senator From Britishl 
Columbia. 



The Existing Political Situation- 
Provincial Claims Vlnclicated in 
a Forcible Manner. 



Tlie foUowinjj; Bpeeuli was recently do- 
li%'eretl in tho Soiiiito by Hon. W. J. 
Macdonald, oi Victoria: 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B.C.) said : As 
an old member of tbia house, I gladly 
'add my congratulations to those of other 
. members, and welcome to the Semite 
the three gentlemen just elevated to 
Beats in it ; I feel sure they will be an 
acquisition, and I hope they will like 
the serene atnioRpliere of these precincts. 
Wlietlieraiiy r(!fo:iii;ilion will arise from 
tlie additiiin, I ciuiuut predict, l)ut the 
parable may be exeiujjlilied of the leaven 
iiiddeii in the three iiieasiirca of meal 
until the \Wiolo was leavened. The 
Minister of .Justice will liiid all the 
incorrif^'ible ineinbera of the House on 
his side of the river, and a little leaven 
would do tlioui no harui. 1 was niueh 
pleased to hear the aesurance of jiood- 
will and respect pronounced by the lion, 
the Minister of Justice towards this 
llouse. 1 consider it a Iiigh tribute to 
its useful and independent functions that 
he has taken a seat in it, for we know 
that the Liberals outside the Senate 
have constantly cried it down. I think 
the hon. th'e Minister of Justice will 
find the Conservative members of the 
house fair-minded and liberal in deal- 
ing with public questions, and not ob- 
structionists. If lie will keep tho Lib- 
eral members in line all will 
go well. The lion. mover of 
the reply to tho speech, with his 
usual modesty, has referred to bis 
embarrassment on tho i)resent occasion, 
sitting on that side oi the House. Per- 
haps he feels guilty, and that it is a mis- 
tatce his being there. That modesty soon 
passed, apd lie lias tried to find an ex- 
• cuse or reason for calling parliament to 
assemble at this season of the year. In 
that he has entirely failed, and has not 
touched the real'cause. The authorities 
he baa quoted are quite opposed to his 
contention. The hon. gentleman said the 
reason for not passing tlie estimates was 
' I contend that the conditions necessary 
did not exist. The circumstances must 
be unforeseen; but the Liberal party 
clearly foresaw that there wonlii bo no 
money, unless parliament met before 
the end of June. Had the Liberal mem- 
bers followed the Jiritisb pre(;edent, to 
vote supply sndicient to carry on the 
afliiirs nf ilie cmmiiy from the day of 
dissolution to Lhe assembling of the new 
parliament, tho present session need not 
have been held at this time of the year 
The hon. Secretary of State pointed out 
that a previous government had ob- 
tained a credit in a similar way when 
the necessity could be foreseen, and 
therefore open to question. Surely that 
is no justification lor the present gov- 
ernment doingaii irregular ov illegal act! 
I heard tbeopini fn of the lion. iMinister 
of Justice oil this point, and the thought 
struck mu whether he woulil, if on the 
bench, giviirj; an unbiased oinniou <jn 
the siilijec't, e.Kpress the 0]>intoa he has 
given now. Whether that be tlie iMSe 
or not , I daresay his pre-eiit opinion will 
stand niidisturlieu. The lion. tlie 
leailiT ol the op]iositioii, in alliidinir to 
the speakership of this house, reli:rrcd 
to the old custom of taking the speaker 
alternately from diU'erent provinces 
every n«w parliament, and making 
distinction in language and crued, and 
said he attached no importance to that 
himself — that it was luiniaterial what 
the creed, nationality and mother 
tong of the speaker should he. For the 
first time in tliirty years that usage, 
which contained the elements of 
equal rights, has been departed 
from, and a speaker from the 
province of (Quebec has been ap 
pointed for two snccessivo parliaments 
That usage was departed from in the 
election of the SpeaKer of the (Jommoiis 
also — hut with that wo have not to deal 
in this house. 8uch a dei)arturo a.s this, 
containing strung elements of unfair- 
ness, should not be allowed to |)a3a un- 
noticed. Such a departure is not fair 
or juat to the other provinces, whioh arc 
as m iKih entitled to a share of honors 
and patronage as Qiiebei; and Ontario 
are. If such a step were taken by a Con- 
servative government with regard toany 
other province I feel sure we would have 
a loud and strong remonstrance from the 
Libeial members of this house. I will 
now direct attention to tho unequal 
diotrihution in Cabinet lepreaentalioii. 
Quebec has her quiver full — no less than 
seven ininistera, three holding important 
portfolios, two holding minor j)oi ti(jlios, 
and two without iiorliolios. 

Ontario has four important portfolios 
and one minor jiortfolio. 
Nova Scotia has two portfolios. 
New Brunswick has one portfolio. 
Prince Edward Island has one port- 
folio. 

Manitoba has no portfolio. 

British. Columbia has, no portfolio. 

There iu still om; portfolio not yet filled, 
about which I sliall have something to 
say farllier on. I ask, in all justict!, 
is that an equitable, coiusiderate and 
fair division ol representation? British 
Columbia for a short [ime had a repre- 
sentative in the cabinet, and by virtue 
of tier volume of trade, her contribution 
in revenue and lier remoteness from the 
capital, that provmce ought to have 
representatioa in the present adminis- 
tration. My honorable colleague ojipo- 
aite me (Mr. Mclnnes) used to be a tear- 
less champion of the rights I am now 
claiming — und I hope neither change 
of govoriiment nor tho allurement 
of a silver bait, nor a wish to 
please his party will have the ellect of 
fiilenuing his voice, hut that we will find 
him as lirm as before in upholding the 
rights and dignity of his province and 
mine. The speech from the throne in- 
timates that the Manitoba school ques- 
tion stands in a fair way for settlement 
satisfactory to all parties. I trust such 
is'the case. Although I favor public 
son-sectarian schools, yet I am in 
favor of restoring to the Catholic! 
minority in Manitoba the privileges and 
rights guaranteed them by the constitu- 
tion of their ; provinoe;=. Whether the 
question can bo settled on the lines in- 
dicated by the Hon. Secretary of State, 
time being the healer and solvent, lean- 
not say, but I should think from his 
knowledge of the large body of Catholics

surrender do};ma or principle, that lie 
cannot have strong hopes of liis ideas be- 
ing realized. Tho hon. gentleman from 
St. Boniface will no doubt express eccles- 
iastical opinions on the subject. At all 
events I trust the question 
will be settled honorably, with- 
out any immoral trallicing in 
place and eiiiohiincnts as the price of 
surrender. Although what api)eara in 
the press is not always reliablei yet we 
cannot lielp noticing the juxtaposition 
of the school question and the portfolio 
of the interior. Should Mr. Hifton, or 
any minister of JIanitoba, betray liis 
constituents for so many pieces of silver, 
ho may rest assured the stigma will cling 
to him for tho rest of his life. Tliat 
portfolio should not be kept dangling in 
the eyes of weak mortals to lure them 
from principles to which they were 
I)ledged up to the hih. Developments in 
this matter will bo watched with inter- 
ett. With regard to the trade and fiscal 
policy, no one who witnessed the condi- 
tion of Canrnfa from 1874 to 18(8 can 
for an instant deny the vast i)rogress 
the country has niado in the last 
17 years under the National Policy, 
the millions of money invested on all 
sides, the lliousunda of people finding 
employment, tho extrao rdiiiary develoj)- 
ment. in railway construction, and of 
shipi)ing in our inland waters, and the 
great increase in the volume of trade. 
Any cliange of a radical nature attemjit- 
ed to reverse that iiolicy casta tlie most 
grave and serious responsibility on any 
government undertaking to reverse it, 
and will meet with determined opposi- 
tion. Not being in business myself free 
trade would puit me personally, but 
from conviction I am a limited protec- 
tionist, believing tirmly it is the safest 
and beat system for this country. I have 
listened with interest to the speech of 
the hon. eentleraan from Shell liiver, 
and on two different occasions, 1 had 
the boldness to attempt a rej)ly to 
bis free trade theory, but I am 
not going to reply to him now — more 
than to say this — as I have said on a 
previous occayion that no comparison 
can in any way lie drawn between what 
would suit Great Britain, and what 
would suit Canada.

The sources of revenue in Great Britain 
are many and various ; in Canada they 
are limited to customs and inland 
revenue, as the provinc;es absorb all the 
other sources of ta.Kution, such as that 
on real and personal proi)erty, incomes, 
licenses and succession duties and the 
sales of public land. On all these sources 
Great Britain levies to the utmost, so 
much so that hi.'r free trade isadehision, 
her taxation bein^ .^U) per head as 
against, $G in the iJuminion.

THE MANITOBA DEAL. 

Our Ottawa correspondent, wlio 
generally very well informed as to wliat 
is going on in the Dominion Capital, 
aaid in yesterday's disj)atch : "Iiuniiry 
in official circles elicits the information 
that Mr. Martin has the refusal of the 
British Columbia judgeship in his 
Docket." This, we presume, is part of 
the policy of conciliating Manitoba. Mr 
Sifton is to have the position of Minister 
of the Interior, and Mr. Joseph 
Martin, who, if he is so dis- 
posed, can make himself trouble- 
some and do mischief, is to be 
kept quiet by a British Columbia judge- 
ship. 

The people of the Dominion will in 
course of time know all about 'Sir. 
Laurier's " sunny ways of patruitism." 
W'e are further told that the matter is 
not likely to be settled until after the 
session. Does this mean that the Mani- 
tobana are not to get their ])ay until 
after the "goods are delivered "? Are 
the seat in the Cabinet and the British 
Columbia judgeship to be used to stimu- 
late Messrs. »Sifton and Martin to do 
t!i(nr utmost to get the Manitoba school 
4 iestioii settled in such a wav 
us will satisfy Mr. Laurier's Onta- 
rio Protestant supporters and bis 
Quebec Roman Catholic drivers? This 
ia evidently the object of the " negotia- 
tions." iJut what is Mr. Greeaway to 
get in this conciliation deal? What is 
to lie ilone to coinixuisate him for tho 
risk ho l uns anil tlie truiiblo ho takea. 
lie ia not tlie kind of niaii to permit liini- 
self to be passed over when there is any- 
thing good to be divided, or to run risks 
and make sacrifices for the benefit of col- 
loa'„'iies and supporters. There is a wliis- 
per in l ircuhitioii as to wliat lie iHto j^et, 
which will no doubt become louder and 
more delinitc before the negotiations are 
concluded. 



BARBAROUS CONQOERERS. 

The inhabitants of Formosa, it is pai<l, 
are finding the Japanese very hard mas- 
ters. They are fearfully oppressed 
by their conquerors. They rre 
robbed and murdered, their crops are 
destroyed aud tho most dreadful out- 
rages are inflicted on them with ini]iun- 
ity. A correepondeiit of the North 
China Mail gives a iiitiful account of 
the way in which tlie inhabitants of the 
Island are treated by their conquerors. 
It seems that there ia no means of re- 
dress available to those who are injured. 
They must hear their injuries and losses 
in silence lust worse things should befall 
them. The following is one example 
among many of Japanese tyranny and 
barbarism : 

Yesterday a man from Ilnnniiu told 
me that a few days previous to Juno 21 
the Japanese had burnt about thirtv 
villages in the region. The Japanese 
approached one village which was 
specially noted as having never been 
accused of any ovil. The villagers saw 
the soldiers coming. They hastened to 
prei)are tea and eggs to treat the Japan- 
ese. A good many went outside of the 
village to receive them. The soldiers 
suddenly surrounded about fifty men antl 
killed them on the spot. Tho same man 
told mo that on June 21 several 
got passes from the Japanese 
authorities allowing them to visit a 
certain district near which tho Japanese 
soldiers, had been burning villages. 
Most of the inhabitants had fled and 
were afraid to return to their houses. 
That .afternoon .one of those who got 
passes asked a Japanese official if they 
intended burolDgfany more villagps, if 
not he bes(>nghc.tbem to put out a in o- 
clamation to comfort the people. The 
result was that on June 22 the Prefect of 
Hoouim i)ut out n proclamation exhort- 
ing all peaceable people to return at 
once to their homes. Many obeyed, but 



The Cuban insurrection is still droR- 
ging its slow length along. As far as 
appearances go it is no nearer its close 
to-day than it was thrco months after it 
began, lint it must he nearing its end. 
Spain, which is by no meansarich coun- 
try, cannot much longer bear the ex- 
pense of tho wasting war in Cuba. 
When that war commenced tlie debt ff 
Spain amounted to the iuimonso sum of 
ii;l,2r)0,OUO,000, and tho debt of Cuba in- 
creased it by .•tI7;!,000,(lob. The country 
thus burdened was obliged to raise im 
army of 130,000 men to quell thu in- 
surrection in Cuba and to tniuip it. 
It had to purchase new ships 
of war and to put old ships on 
a war footing. It was also necessary to 
erect fortifications in Cuba, to build lios- 
pitala and to incr.r larf^u expenses in the 
Island of Culta. It estimated that the 
expenditure which the rebellion in Cuba 
has already caused amounts to $130,000,- 
000, and additions are being m'ade to it 
every day. It is said that the expenses 
of the army and navy in Cuba amount 
to ^7,500,000 a montli. To nufm the 
money lu'cessary to carry on the war !tn 
issue of bonds authorized by royal de- 
cree in 1800 for the purpose of consolid- 
ating all Cuban debts previously incurred 
was turned to account. " By this des- 
perate method the money that was to 
replace tiie Cuban debt — has been added 
to it." Cu1)a has been greatly impover- 
ished by the war. Tho policy of tlio in- 
surgents has been to destroy sugar and 
tobacco plantations, and consequently 
the revenue must be greatly diminished. 
When Spain wants to raise more money, 
which she will soon have to do if the 
war continues, she will be forced to make 
many and great sacrifices. 

The Cuban rebellion has caused great 
loss of life as ivell as an enormous ex- 
penditure of money. Comparatively 
few of the Spanish soidiera have 
fallen on the field of bottle, but 
very many have died of fever 
and other diseases in the hospitals. 5len 
to fill the places in the ranks of the dead 
and the invalided men must be raised in 
Spain, and the drain on tho j)0])ulation 
has been terrible. It is deejjly felt by 
the people, but they are too uroiid to 
give up tlie struggle with the Cubans. 
They are determined to continue the 
war, no matter what sacrifices they are 
required to make. Harold Frederic in 
his letter to the New York Times of the '. 
lOtli inat., gives the following descrip- ; 
tion of the situation in Spain : 

A public man who formerly lived 
much in Spain, wlio knows the laiigiiagi; 
like a native, and who has a large 
acquaintance aniong Spanish jioliticians, 
has just returned hero from a five weckh' 
holiday, -''pent chiefly in Madrid a 
Malaga, lie says that the condition of 
that country is one of indescribable 
pathos. The people are broken-hearted 
over the tragedy which they see in the 
shipping of their young sons by 
tens of thousands to death in 
Cuba, but with them all it is 
a niatter of savage iiud iiiiplaca'de 
pride to go on and send still more. 
Crowds- assemble everywhere alonj^r the 
routes to Cadiz, and as tlioy witness the 
departure of the troops thoy weetj and 
groan an<l pray, but the patriotic feeling 
is still so l)itter that any one wlio raised 
a |)ublic ohjtjction to the sacrifice would 
bo in imminent danger of lynching. The 
same spirit prevails in the Cortez. Pro- 
bably a majority of its members are en- 
tirely convinced that Gen. Weyler'.s task 
in Cuba is a liopelesa one, but the iwH- 
tician who should say so publicly would 
be knifed before he could get home. 
Knowledge of this ia what re- 
strained iMartincz Canipog from tell- 
ing the truth in the Cortc/i, as he 
had announced ho would do, and it is 
what alisolutfly prohibit.') fi'ee sjieoch on 
tho subject anywhere in Spain. It is 
admitted in !)rivate talk, tboiudi, that 
the rich and infiueiitial clas.sesof Cubans 
have finally turned .solidly against, 
Spain, and the gloomy iinpressioa' pre- j 
vails tiiat the insuri^unts will Ik; in ilav- ' 
ana by New Year's. What will lie done 
tiien no one is willing to think. Mean- 
while, ferocious efibrta will he nuide to 
stamp out the revolt in the Philippines 
by using a superior force at tlie start, 
even if every man on the islands who 
can read and write is exterminated. 

It seems to us that the sacrifices of the 
Iieople of Spain are all being maae in 
vain. The struggle in Cuba cnn have 
but one end. It will gain them inde- 
pendence, but it appears to he more than 
questionable if the pojiulation of the Is- 
land — that is the part of it in insurrec- 
tion against the Government— will be 
able to nee their independence for their 
own good and for tlie good of their cot^n- 
try.

> Interesting Address.

DoNOAN, Sept. SB.— (Special)— The 
annual eliowof the Cowichan and Salt 
Spring lalniicl A-^riciiltiiral Society was 
held hei-o to-Jay under tlie moat favor 
able auapices, tlie weatlier being beauti' 
iuUy fine, tlie attendance large, and tlie 
exhibits not only numeroua but well 
taried. The whole district turned out 
SB a matter of course, and the inoriiini,' 
trains from Victoria and Nunaimo woru 
crowded witli viaitora , from those cities. 
Entries liaviiig closed laet evening, tlu' 
exhibits nciirly all passed inspection liy 
the judges this mornlag, so tliat by two 
o'cloclr ttio ereater number of tlie prize 
cards were in their place. Tlien the 
Lieutenant-Governor, with Mrs. Dewd- 
noy, was given a brief private view, and 
this being over the doors were thrown 
open for Elia Honor to pronounce tl 
opening address. In doing so he referred 
to the fact that the nuiicau 
show is one of the oldest if not tlio very 
oldest in the province, and uxprcdStd 
great i)leaeure to hco that tlie tuciety 
and tiio iiidustriea which are more par 
ticularly its cnuccrii are int-o lloni-iHliing 
a coiidilioii. lie wan always glad tu In.' 
able to visit Duncan to meet liia many 
friends in the liistrict. and vaH par- 
ticularly satirfliod that tin; fair had iiivon 
him the opportunity thia season as bi; 
cause of his trip to the old world bo had 
not been able as usual to spend a few 
weeks in fishing here. The attendance 
gave evidence of the iiicreaae of tl 
population in this district, an increase 
which ho felt sure will prove rapid in 
the near future because of the develop 
mentof the mining riches which now 
are causing British Columbia month by 
month to stand biKher.in the estimation 
of the people of Eastern OankJaaud of 
the mother country. The new attention 
being given to tliis province everywliert 
had very much impreasfd him daring hi; 
recent travels. While abroad the Kootu 
nay is the district moat talked ahout, he 
was liajipy to bo able to congratulate the 
people ol Duncan and vicinity on the 
promise of great mining development 
nearer home — lie referred more particu 
larly to the operations on Texaila Islam 
and at Alberni. If these mining prop 
erties turn out anything like what is an- 
ticipated the result iiinst be very en- 
couraging to the farmers of Vancouver 
Island, for it will give them a market for 
their produce, and — what they will most 
appreciate — a cash market too. It had 
always appeared singular to him that,

Anderson, anionijat the visitors to the 
fair; and he was also an exliibitor, show- 
ing some i)rize grap-,s and other fruit 
that had been sent to him by Mr. Earl, 
of Lytton. 

Mr. Layrity, of the Ca.'3y road nursery, 
at Vicioria, had some of his choice trees 
on exhibition. 

Arnoi.g the few Yictoria exliibitors 
were the Okell & Morris Co.. who with 
characteristic enterprise made an artit- 
tic display of their preserved fruits, 
jamsaud confectionery, as well as of 
■ preserved vegetables, a new branch of 
their rapidly extending business. They 
were given the place of honor in the 
hall, on the phitform, where their wares, 
in plain and fancy jars, bottlesand tubs, 
all prettily and neatly labeled, were 
very generally aiiniired. 

The Red Poland Norfolk cattle shown 
l)y Capt. Uarkley attracted no little at- 
lentioii ajul admiration, not only be- 
cause of their evident merits wlietlier 
for milking or beof jiurposes, but be- 
cause they are said to be the only ani- 
mals of that class in the province.' They 
were Imported latelv from Ohehalis, 
Wash. 

Master J. Spears' collection of original 
drawings, designs, models, etc., was very 
generally praised for the artistic merit 
and application it evidenced. A portrait 
,of the artist, by his own hand, formed 
part of tlie collection. 

One of the samples of fodder ciorn 
sliovvn stood fully liftcen feet in height. 

A plato of prime walnuts oirered fur- 
ther proof of the capabilities of Vancou- 
ver Island in this l)ranch. 

Tliere were no less tlian ten varieties, 
all good specimens, in Mr. K. ti. Lonias' 
]>ri/.e (ioUection of winter ajiples. These 
were tlie Baldwin, Ranibo, I'e-wan-kce, 
Codling, Mann, Gloria i\Iundi, Bnn Da- 
vis, Northern Spy, and Toloehocken. 

The fruit was pronounced by the 
judges to he of prime quality, though 
the season has been a hard one on ac- 
count of the drouth. There was great 
variety, too, showing the suitability of 
tlie Island soil and climate for fruits of 
all kinds. The same may be said of the 
root crops, which for either quality or 
variety it would l)e hard to surpass. 

.Mr.Vieo. Meatherbell, of ITornliy la- 
land, showed a yearling .Shro])shire ram 
sail! to weigh -25 pounds, and a niatrni- 
licent Hju'cimen. This, w ith two ewes, 
was imported from Western Ontario six 
nioiith.s ago and will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the stock of this sheep raising 
district.

WRECK OF THE " TONQUIN." 

To Tiiij Editoh: — The account of the 
wreck of the ship Tonijnin published in 
the Coi.o.N'isT of August the Gth seems to 
have created new interest in the matter. 
That the ship Tonquin was blown up by 
one of the men on board is a well known 
h torical fact. The only matter in dis- 
pute seetns to he the locality where the 
catastrophe occurred. According to dif- 
ferent opinions it is supposed to have 
taken place at Fort Rupert, New Wit- 
tee, Nootka and Clayoquot Sound. Now, 
.wliatever claim other localities put in 
for the occurrence, I am convinced that 
a ship was '" blown up" in Clayoquot 
Sound off Lenard island, OitsapCj about 
the time the Tonquin is reported to have 
been destroyed, and I have never heard 
or read of any other vessel that met a 
similar fate in these regions in the 
earliest years of this century. 

That the fact, or rather some of the 
circumstances are not better known is 
very easily explained — the only man 
who escaped was a Kanaka or an Iroquois 
belonging to the trading post at Astoria, 
who was on board as interpreter and be- 
ing of Indian or mixed blood was treated 
kindly by his Indian friends. Being 
ignorant and a stranger his report wcjuld 
naturally be very defective bo far as the 
locality ia concerned, the coast being so 
little known would cause different parties 
to form different opinions, some locating 
it at Fort Rupert, others at Nootka, 
New VVittee and Clayoquot. 

The Indians of this coast and par- 
ticularly the Indians of this neigiibor- 
liood always knew when the wreck 
occurred, and I have in my own ex- 
perience often heard the dillerent tribes 
speak about the matter and use it as an 
argument to prove the wickedness of the 
ClayiKiuot liulians and their ancestors I 
It is, however, erroneous to call this 
tribe the deseiuidant.s of the " Wicka- 
niuisli-es " — Wickaninish being the 
name of a chief and not of a tribe. 

As to tlie report of Chief Ceetoka, I 
think it (luite correct and reliable, lie 
gave me this same account more than 
twenty years ago. However, some six 
months ago I was written to by a friend 
for a historical society back K:\st, 
aii.xioiis to place the locality of tlie 
catastrophe. I made new and most ex- 
haustive inquiries. Chief Ceetoka going 
over the entire matter again and his 
statements being corroborated by those 
of sevei'iil other men. I kept a copy of 
my letter, and Captain Walbran of the 
(iuadra, who seems to take much inter- 
est in such matters, had at his request 
the privilege of taking a coi)y of this let- 
ter. The report is not an "Indian 
yarn "; the fact is too well and too gen- 
erally known, and the iliil'erent accounts 
agree too well on all the main points. 
Now I will only add that here in IFcs- 
([uiot an impression used hy a dying In- 
dian, as he had been struck by a piec(iof 
the wreck, is very often used in a de- 
risive way. I might give more proofs, 
hut must confine myself for the present 
to the above.

MABIMB NOTES. 

The rumor that a new steamship line 
running between Vancouver and New 
Zealand was to start up at an early date 
no doubt rose from a report in the 
Colonist a week ago, to the ell'ect that 
a third steamer would be placed on the 
Canadian-Australian route.

There ia every likeliliood that work 
will be resumed duriii;; the present week 
on the tempornry i)ile briilj^o siianniug 
the Arm at Point bUlice, and that this 
structure will be completed and ready 
for ordinary vehicular traffic within 
three Aveeks. The last difficulty was, 
according to a member of the city coun- 
cil, removed yesterday, luni now formal- 
ities iilone require to be diaposed of. 

The liist obstacle in the patli of the 
pile britloe buikiora was, it will be re- 
called, till! condition imposed by the 
miniHlerof ]niblie works that tho city 
should ;:uaraiitee to replace the temi'or- 
ary avenue of couuiumication within 
two years by a bridjie fultilling all the 
requirements of tlie department — that is, 
a substantial stone and steel structure. ' 

To this tbe council replied that they 
could not bind their successors in office 
and that the power to provide funds for 
such a bridpe ns specified rested with 
the nitepnyers, who iiiighl negative the 
necessary by-law. They suggested that 
they would guarantee to present a by- 
law to the people, if this would bo ac- 
cejited as suflieieiit to secure the neces- 
sary nermis.sion to complete the pile 
bridge. 

But it wouldn't. Hon. Mr. Tiirte de- 
clined to depart from the ground he htid 
taken, and ao after an intercliuiiije of 
telegrams and letters and numerous in- 
terviews another proposition was pre- 
sented itnd (inally dosed with, the in- 
junctions against the pile bridge 
obtained in the courts being witlidrawn 
and the. city paying all incidental costs. 

The arrangement now reached is in 
effect that the pile bridge will be com- 
pleted for the purpose of restoring com- 
munication between Victoria West and 
the city proper, on the distinct under- 
standing that it shall be a temporary ex- 
pedient and that alone. The opposition 
of the Dominion government ia with- 
drawn on the guarantee that the city 
will within two years substitute a sub- 
stantial structure of stoneand steel, and 
remove the pile bridge at their own cost 
and expense. 

In order to carry out the terras speci- 
fied, Aid. Marchant yestenlay gave 
notice of the following resolution, widt h 
will be presented to the council at their 
regular meeting to-morrow evening: 

" That the .Mayor and City Clerk be 
authorized to exei-iite on behalf of the 
corporation an agreement between Hon. 
J. Israel Tarte, the ^liiiister of I'uhlii; 
Works for the Dominion of Canada, act- 
ing for and on behalf of Her Majesty, of 
the lirst part, and the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria, of the eecond jiart 
as to the Point l-'.llice bridge, as settled 
by their respective solicitors ; and to at 
tacli the seal of the corporation thereto.' 

The basis of the agreement appears to 
be variously interpreted in municipal 
circles, some holding that the corpora 
tion is, bonnd to erect the stone and steel 
bridge out of the general revenue, in tlie 
event of a special loan being refuseil 
by the ratepayers; while other.s hold 
that, should tbe loan be negatived, tlie 
city will h(! obliged to tear down 
the ])ilu bridge, leaving Victoria West 
without tlirect conimiinication as it is tit 
present. Another jioint of dispute that 
arises is whether the location of the 
new periiianeut briilge iiinst n(>tri?ssarily 
be that of tbe old — eoiiu! say yes and 
soim; say no. The hitter would like to 
see the stone and steel bridi;e phuied 
further down harbor to carry the general 
tratlic tnofc directly iietween tlie city 
:unl lOsiiuimalt or Victoria West, the 
pile bridge being retained if possible as 
a purely local convenience.

Witl^.a.good old English custom that 
might with Advantage be more frequent- 
ly adopted in Canada, the provincial 
government last night marked the com- 
pletion of the stonework ol the new par- 
liament buildings by entertaining at 
dinner all those who had been employed 
upon the work. This kindly custom is 
generally in use in tlie old country and 
servea to show that the relations between 
the workingmen, the eontractora and 
the eiuployerB are not solely a matter of 
so many dollars and ('cnta. In the ease 
of ii private building it Hbous a feeKiig 
of kindliness betweiMi einployer iiud em- 
ployed and is calculated to restrain that 
so coimiion feeling tluit capital and labor 
cannot be close friends and work to- 
gether in harmony and good will. 

Of course the government stand in a 
dillerent position from the private em- 
ployer. They are simply the people's 
rep'reBentatives, but the idea under- 
lying the custom is the same and noil 
worthy of being generally followed in 
the case of the construction of large 
works, public; or private. 

The bniKiaet was held at the Mount 
Daker hotel, Mr. Virtue, the proprietcr, 
as lie alway.4 does, sparing no iiiiiiis to 
(irepare n dinner in his best Htyle. The 
menu was varied and the dishes excel- 
lently cooked and nicely served. During 
dinner tbe Fifth Regiment band played 
in the corridor to the great enjoyment of 
everyone. 

There were quite 200 guests sat down 
to tahle, the fremier, Hon. J. II. 
Turner, presiding, with Mr. Jeeves, 
of Mctiregur ct Jeeves the contractors, 
for the ))arliitnient buildingon his right, 
ami Mr. P. M. Ratlenburv, the arolii- 
tect, on his left, and Mr. E. C. Howell, 
superintendent o£ the works, close by. 
Hon. G. B. Martin, Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, and Hon. C. K. 
I'oolev, President of the Council, and 
Me.=si"s. R. P. Uithet, M.P.P.. H, Dallas 
llalincken, Q.C., .M.l'.I'., and John 
IJraden. IM.P.P., were tlio other reiire- 
sentativcs of the legislature present. 

It was t.lO when the i'reuiier rose and 
proposed the toast of "The tiueeii," 
which was received with loyal en- 
tlnisiasm and the singing of the national 
anthem. 

The lieiiltli of the architect, contnic- 
lora and all connected with the work on 
the parliament buildings were next pro- 
posed by the Premier, wlio briefly touched 
on the history of lh6 buildings, whoso 
last stone had now been placed. Mary 
of the younger men sitting around the 
table, the Premier predicted, would live 
to see Vit^toria grow to a city whose 
bail<liiig8 would extend far beyoad their 
present bounds, and future generations 
would have reason to tluink tbe present 
one lor a building llmt would lust and 
be a tiling of beauty for hundreds of 
years to come. In moving the toast the 
i'reuner said humorously that the only 
difliculty that presented kself was 
that as nearly all present had 
bad something to do with the buildings, 
himself included, so it was in a 
manner drinking tlieir own healihs. He 
hoped, however, they would waive the 
difliculty and "drink to our own 
healths."" (Laughter and applause, ) 

Mr. Jeeves briefly spoke in reply, 
thanking the Premier and the govern- 
ment on behalf of the contiactors for in- 
viting them here to-night to celebrate 
the lay ijig of the last stone on the jiar- 
Uainent buildings, a structure that would 
always be a credit to the province, for 
every bit of it was well built. Me, lis 
one of the contruclmH, had doneluH best, 
and he considered that from the least 
workman to the ariihitect everj-one etii- 
liloyed was worthy his meed of praise. 

When the cIumts that greeted Mr. 
Jeeves had HubsidL'd and the guests had 
sung heartily " For he's a jolly good fel- 
low," cries went uj) for the architect. 

Sir. F. M. Eattenbury, the architect, 
in -replying said, that the pleasantest 
jiart of this work had been that it bail 
gone through with eucli good feeling thht 
there was not a man employed upon it 
that he could not to-niL'ht shake hands 
with , aiifl he wisheil to say that a very 
great deal of the credit for the strneture 
was due to the workmen. ( .XiiidaiiFe.) 

i\Ir. 10. C. Ilowell, tlie suju'rintendeiit 
of works, who Mr. JeevtrS said iiad done 
as inucli as anyone to earr3'(iut the work, 
WHS cbeored to the echo as he rose to siieak 
in res])oiiHi? to entliuKiuBtii' (■lur'ers. 

.Mr. Ilowell, in reply, thanked tlio.se 
present for the way he bad been re- 
ceiveil, and jiaid a well-merited compli- 
ment to Mr. Rattenbury and the excel- 
lence of his plans. The selection of tlie 
builder was a very liappy one too, the 
stones were well and truly laid from tlie 
foundations up, and he asked that a 
meed of praise ho given, too, to the lirst 
contractors, who laid the foinuhitioiis. 
His only duty bad been to see tliespirit of 
the plans carried out, ati;l now in tbeend 
he could say that he believed he had 
done his duty, not only to the govern- 
ment , but to the contractors and to the 
jHiblic. 

Hon.G, ]!, Martin followed briefly, 
saying that in his capacity as Chief 
Commisgioner of Lands and AVorks he 
had done his beat to oerforin his duties 
well. He proceeded to read a letter 
from Chief Justice Davie, under whom 
as Premier the new buildings were in- 
augurated. The Chief Jusvice regretted 
that it was impossible for him to be 
present, but he expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the strength, stability and cheap- 
iiess with which the buildings had been 
erected — a credit to architect, contract- 
ors, superintendent of works and work- 
men, 

Mr. Shakleton respoiidetl for the work- 
men in 11 neat little speech. Ho could 
say with the former speakers that from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific they could 
seldom Iind a building eqindly well Iniilt 
to the ijarliatnent buildings, Itnpijsiiig 
and solid, they would jierhapa stand for

In speaking of those 
whose work was worthy of praise he re- 
marked that it was only a matter of jus- 
tice to remember the late Jlr. Frank 
Atlains, the first contrai'tor. 

Mr. K. P. liithet, .M.P.P., in res|i(jnsu 
to very hearty calls and applause said he 
felt in comiiiim with all |)re.-^ent that the 
buildings were a credit to tlie in-ovince 
and everyoiu! connected with tlu; con- 
Htriiction. These buildings were re- 
(jaired and he hoped that now they were 
built the governimnit would contimie to 
show their enterprise and patriotism in 
developing British Columbia and its 
resources. In order to bring about that 
ilevelopinent a great deal of energy was 
iiecesaary, and he hoped that all who 
catiie to British Columbia would be giv- 
en i)roper inducements to remain and 
liecome permanent residents. lie, for 
his i>art, would give that policy his 
hearty sujiport. He closed by convey- 
ing his Uiaiiks t.) the premier and ex- 
ecutive council for giving him the op- 
ixirlunily of being jiresent at the cele- 
iiration of the laying of the liist stone of 
the new iiarlianu^iil buildings.
